LORIMER APPEALS 
FOR HEARING AT.

WASHINGTON, June  3.—Senator 
William Lorimer, whose election to 
the Senate is to be re-investigated, 
tcday. requested that he be permit- 
ted to appear before the new inves- 
tigating committee to testify in his 
own behalf. The request was tele- 
graphed to the Senate Committee on 
Privileges and Electfons by Mr. Lor- 
imer, who is in Chicage. The com- 
mittee said it would be glad to hear 
him, 

Mr. 
lows: 

“At the former investigation nothing 
was charged against me personally. 
Therefore there was nothing for me to 
deny as a witness. It is my earnest de- 
sire to be permitted to testify before 
your committee so that I can refute any 
clarges that may be made or any sus- 
p'cions that anyone may have as to the 
validity of my election.”’ 

The telegram had the effect of quiet- 
ing persistent rumors that the Illinois 
Senator would resign. Senator Dilling- 
ham, chairman of the committee, said 
tnat undoubtedly Mr. Lorimer would be 
given the fullest opportunity to testify. 

The telegram reached the Committee 
headquarters immediately after the ad- 
journment of a meeting at which the 
Lorimer inquiry had been under consid- 
eration. No action was taken today 
but another meeting was ordered for 
Monday when the question will be taken 
up again.

Of the 4303 replies 4240 were definite, 
even if qualified, expressions. Of these 
2113 were in favor of the agreement and 
1127 against it—nearly three to one for 
it.

Added to Free Bridge Trol- 
ley Line.

The Wabash, Chester & Western Rail- 
road, extending from Chester, Ill., to 
Mount Vernon, a distance of 64.4 miles, 
has been purchased by fhe Southern IIli- 
nois Traction Co., which recently 
acquired a franchise giving it 
authority to use the upper deck of 
the free bridge and several streets in 
the business section of St. Louis. 

H. D. Mepham, promoter of the South- 
ern Illinois Traction Co., announced that 
the Wabash, Chester & Western would 
be converted into an electric line, and 
used as a part of an extensive interur- 
ban system in Southern Illinois. 

The company proposes to build a line 
from the east end of the East Side free 
bridge approach to Pinckneyville, IDl., 
to connect with the Wabash, Chester & 
Western. The completion of the system, 
as outlined by Mepham, would put St. 
Louis into direct communication with 
Illinois towns having a population of 
approximately 50,000, 

16 Towns on Line. 

There are 16 towns and villages on the 
line of the Wabash, Chester & Western. 
The road makes connections with 12 
trunk lines. 

Mepham said the Southern Illinois 
Traction Co. had also purchased two 
large coal mines near Belleville, and 
would deliver coal in St. Louis at the 
East St. Louis rate, thereby eliminating 
the bridge arbitrary of 20 cents a ton. 
The company is now building a line to 
these mines. 

The capital stock of the Southern Illi- 
nois, now $1,000,000, will be increased to 
$6,000,000, Mepham said, to enable the 
company to make the extensions neces- 
sary to build a network of interurban 
lines in Southern Illinois. 

The company is required under the 
terms of its free bridge franchise to 
complete the road simultaneously with 
the completion of the free bridge. 
Mepham said the company undoubtedly 
would have its. lines all bullt, connected 
and ready for operation by the tinte the 
last spike is driven in the bridge.

Conference Between Them Ar- 
ranged for Baltimore Next 
Tuesday. 


PINCHOT QUESTION IS UP 


Plans for Campaign and Colo- 
nel’s Attitude Are to Be 
Discussed. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—From the 
day Col. Roosevelt started down the 
River Nile on his return to the United 
States from his invasion’ of Africa, 
these questions have been agitating the 
public: 

What does Roodevelt think of Taft's 
stand in the Ballinger-Pinchot contro- 


versy—the controversy which resulted 
in the official beheading of Col. Roose- 
velt’'s friend, Gifford Pinchot? 

What does Roosevelt think of “The 
heir to his policies?” after three years 


‘of administration by the heir—Presi- 


dent Taft? 

Where does Roosevelt stand regarding 
the renomination of President Taft? 

These questions will be answered by 
Taft and Col. Roosevelt next Tuesday 
when they will meet for a conference in 
Baltimore. 

This will be the first public meeting 
of the two men since Mr. Taft's in- 
duction into office. 

The Post-Dispatch announced exclu- 
sively,May 19 that President Taft would 
seek renomination and that Col. Roose: 
velt favored him. 

Rooseyelt Will Aid Taft. 

The Post-Dispatch is able to announce 
now that not only does Col. Roosevelt 
favor President Taft for renomination 
in 1912 but that he will work for the 
renomination of President Taft. 

George von L. Meyer, secretary ér 
the navy in President Taft's cabinet, 
and Postmaster-General in President 
Roosevelt's @abinet, was a guest 
of Col. Roosevelt at Oyster Bay 
Wednesday last. He went to Oyster 
Bay from New York City on the pre- 
sidential] yacht Sylph. On this New 
York trip to Oyster Bay Secretary von 
lu. Meyer arranged the. details of the 
meeting. 


When President Taft and Col. Roose- 
velt ‘meet Tuesday the whole plan for 
the convention, which will be held about 
& year hence, will be laid before the 
Colonel. The latter’s plans for cam- 
paigning will be asked. At the meet- 
ing also will be discussed any points 
of difference between the two. 

In addition to.the President and Col. 
Roosevelt, Postmaster-General Hitch-| 
ceck, who as chairman of the Repub- 
l:can National Committee managed the 
Taft campaign, probably will attend 
the conference. 

Notwithstanding Hitchcock’s declara- 
tion that he desired to quit politics, 
the word comes direct from the ad- 
ministration’s friends that he is still 
in the saddle and will remain there for 
sume time to come.

Another proposition which the Taft 
jeaders will discuss will be the afti- 
tude of certain Republican senators to- 
ward reciprocity. 

President Taft will tell the Color.el 
how these certain senators have been 
conspiring—usir.g reciprociiy as a ham- 
t.ergto chastise President laft because 
of the latter’s leaning towards the so- 
called Roosevelt policies. These sen- 
ators resented the appointments of Sec- 
retary Fisher and Secretary Stimson 
ay the ground that they showed cen- 
ciusively that President Taft was lezn- 
ing to a large degree toward his prele- 
cessor and what the latter represents.

WASHINGTON, June 3.—The North 


American Review for June contains a 


remarkable feature in the form of an 
official letter written by Rear Admiral 
Melville, as Chief Engineer of the 
United States Navy, to Thomas - B. 
Reed, Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, in which the former states 
that the battleship Maine was blown up 
from the inside. 

The North American Review states 
that this conviction ‘“‘represents. the 
views of an exceedingly large contin- 
gent of thoughtful officers of the 
American navy.” Explaining the cir- 
cumstances of the writing of this letter 
now made public for the-first time, it 
says: 

“The suggestion that the cause of the 
destruction of the Maine could be at- 
tributable either directly or indirectly 
to the action of the Spanish authuri- 
ties seemed incredible to a man of Mr. 
Reed’s training and temperament. 
Viewed from a moral, diplomatic or 
military standpoint, the countenancing 


by the Spanish authorities of the de- 


struction of the vessel was incompre- 


hensible, since such action could only 
result in the loss to Spain of all its 
American possessions. 

Speaker Reed, therefore, asked Rear 
Admiral Melville, who, as Chief En- 
gineer of the navy, had access to all the 
papers and information on the subjéct, 
for hig views. The letter was written 
over three years after the distruction of 
the Maine, when the Navy Department 
Was in possession of much additional 
information on the subject which it 
did not have at the time of the Spanish- 
American War. 

First Official Admission, 

This is notable as the first official 


“ 


‘announcement by anybody high in au- 


thority in the navy that the facts in- 
dicate an interior explosion on the 


/ Maine. Coming in the very week when 


the hull of the battleship is being ex- 
posed for the first time in 13 years, it 
is regarded as a dramatic contribu- 
tion to the sharp controversy being 
waged over that subject. 

In the outset of his letter, which is 
dated Washington, Jan. 2, 1902, Rear- 
Admiral Melville says that practically 
ho experts on the Continent and but 
few in England believed that the Maine 
was ‘destroyed by the Spaniards. 

He then writes: 

“The harbor of Havana is small. Its 
area, to a depth of 18 feét, is only about 
and one-eighth square miles. A 
small shoal encroaches upon this lim- 
ited area. Vessels when discharging or 
loading cargo are compelled to go to 
wharves or tie to buoys. The entrance 
to the harbor is only a cable in width. 
The channel from the inner harbor to 
the open sea is eight cables in length. 
There is possibly no harbor in the 
World whose’ channel can be so easily 
and so simply mined as that‘of Ha-

“It is a matter of record that the 
buoy used by the Maine was a very 


_@esirable one and that the Spanish 


merchant ships had been secured :.

He 
will begin his campaign, he told a Post- 
Dispatch reparter Saturday, with the 
plants about ndeventer and Manches- 
ter avenues, held responsible for the 
bad odors which float out from that 
neighborhood, indreasing in strength as 
the summer advances, and about which 
there has long been complaint.

“T have inspectors at work compiling 
a list of those plants which give off 
bad odors,” Commissioner Starkloff 
said, ‘‘and Ff expect them to report to- 
day or Monday. I will ask the news- 
papers to print these lists, in order that 
the public may know what concerns 
are responsible for the sickening odors 
in certain parts of St. Louis. 

“At the same time I will send of- 
ficial notices to the plants, and will 
warn them to abate the nuisance. If

It was sue- 
ceeded by a metallic sound—probably 
of falling debris—a trembling and lurch- 
ing motion of the vessel. The passen- 
gers of the City of Washington, which 
vessel was only about three hundred 
feet distant on the Maine’s port quar- 
ter, declare that a few seconds after 
hearing the report of the . explosion 
there came forth from the center of the 
ship a terrible mass of fire and then 
things went over their heads. The 
flan#s were seen a few seconds after 
the explosion. ® 

“Tt has been claimed that the explosion 
er shock from without produced a great 
explosion within the vessel. If shock 
from without will produce an explosion 
within, then it may be pertinent to ask 
why the magazings of warships do not 
explode when the war vessels suddenly 
hit projecting rocks, butt into wharves, 
or crush against each other when col- 
liding.

Post-Dispatch reporters who ques- 
tioned some residents along Jindeil end 
West Pine boulevards, about haif a 


mile from the Vandeventer avenue 
packing plants, found general com- 
plaint. 

Archbishop Expert on Odors. 


Archbishop Glennon, who lives at 3810 
Lindell boulevard, said that whenever 
the wind is from the south a noxious 
odor spreads through the neighborhood. 

“T think the smell is from the pack- 
ing houses,’’ he said. ‘I am an expert 





on packing house odors. For 15 years I 
lived in Kansas City, close to the pack- 
ing house district. I noticed that the 
odor here was very strong one or two 
evenings this week.”’ 

A. O. Rule of 3832 Lindell boulevard 
said he hoped Dr. Starkloff would be 
successful in his campaign. 

“That smell causes real misery in this 
neighborhood,’’. he said. ‘About ten 
days ago it was strong when I got home 
from downtown, and did not begin to 
wane until after I had gone to bed. I 
couldn't tell whether it was the packing 
plants or the glue factory.’ 

Theophile Papin of 3765 Lindell boule- 
vard said the odor is absolutely un- 
bearable at times, and that from what 
he had heard the whole neighborhood 
from Grand avenue to Forest Park is 
afflicted by it. He thinks the odor a 
public nuisance and that it should be 
stopped. One of the embarrassing as- 
pects of it, he said, is that “the odor 
seems to be strongest about dinner 
time. ; 

John F. Wee of 3744 Lindell boule- 
vard said at times the odor is unplecs- 
ant. But he thinks the factories are 
doing better, as he has not noticed It 
lately. He is in favor of stopping ths 
odor entirely if possible. 

Frank B. Northrup of 4004 Linde]l 
toulevard said he didn’t think it neces- 
sary for any business to make such an 
cdor. He is in favor of stopping it. 
John W. O’Brien of 3850 West Fine 
boulevard said the smell is very objec- 


tionable. He would like to have it 
eliminated. 
Health Commissioner Starkloff suys 


he intends also to stop the smell «ris- 
ing from unsanitary garbage cans. 4 

“I have walked through some back 
alleys, looking at the garbage recerta- 
cles, and have seen discarded hats, baby 
buggies and old trunks among the 
things in use for that purpose,” he said. 
“The city ordinance provides that air- 
tight metal receptacles shall be used, 
and I expect to enforce it.* In. the 
downtown district there is no pretense 
of obeying it, and in many of the resi- 
dence districts it is ignored,’ 

Liveryman Only One to Complain. 

Charles K. Urquhart, general manager 
of the St. Louis Dressed Beef and Pro- 
vision Co., told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that his company has done all in its 
power to prevent odors about the plant. 
He said that the packing house is 
equipped with the most modern appli- 
ances in the country. 

“We sent men to Eastern cities to in- 
spect deodorizers, and their report was 
that our equipment was as good as there 
is to be had,” he said. ‘‘We are much 
concerned about getting rid of the odors, 
and we realize how repulsive they are 
to the public. We will willingly con- 
sider any -uggestions either from the 
officials or the public as to an improve- 
ment in our deodorizing methods. Our 
plant is open to the public. 

“We have had only one complaint 
about the smelis from a resident in the 
locality of the plant, and that was from 
the proprietor of a livery stable.” 

Promised to Apply Remedy. 

In the packing plants, while Dr. H. 
Wheeler Bond was Health Commission- 
er, investigation showed that the smell 
was occasioned for the most part by 
rendering vats into which condemned 


and decayed meats were thrown. Steam 
from these vats escaped from joints 
in the pipes, it was shown, and carried 


out with them the noxious odors formed 
within. It was also shown that water 
drawn from the tops of the vats was 
run into an open sewer or trap in the 
floor, and carried the smell with it. The 
companies promised to remedy these 
conditions at the time, and they were

FOR DAUGHTER 


Judge Rassieur Believes Grand- 
parents Best Guardians for 
Jessalee Mallalieu. 








The custody of Jessalee Mallalleu, 2 
years and 9 months old, was awarded 
to her grandparents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry Ahrens, 4505 Natural Bridge road, 
by the decision of Judge Rassieur in the 
Circuit Court Saturday. The father, 
Lee H. Mallalieu, is permitted to visit 
the child once each week on alternate 
Wednesdays and Saturdays. 


Mallalieu filed a habeas corpus suit 
to regain possession of the little girl, 
and the evidence was heard a few days 
ago. Judge Rassiuer held that the 
charges that Mallalieu is not a fit per- 
son to have custody of the child are not 
substantiated. 

The Judge said that in making his 
decision he considered only the welfare 
of Jessalee.

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MR. MANN ON SCHEDULE K.

It 
would take a terrible conflagration and an awful 
loss of life to render him fatherless. 

The rules of conduct which have been laid down 
for Jerry’s guidance are wise and liberal, uniting 
benevolence with sound sense. He has to jump 
out of bed at the reasonable hour of 7 a. m. and 
run a little errand for his parents, but 7:15 finds 
him eating breakfast with them. There is no long 
wait for nourishment. Before hunger has had 
time to exasperate him, Jerry is demonstrating 
that, like nature, he abhors a vacuum. After eat- 
ing, he is allowed to amuse himself as he pleases 
for an hour, and then he goes to school.

Under the Su- 
preme Court interpretation of the Sherman law 
there is ample freedom for beneficial contracts and 
combinations, but no license for monopoly agree- 
ments and combinations. They are forbidden 
under penalty of dissolution, fine or imprison- 
ment or all three combined. 

If this remedy, applied drastically by the courts, 
is not sufficient to prevent monopoly there are 
others. We can utilize the remedy that Lloyd- 
George applied to the land monopoly vf wngland. 
We can tax the values of natural resources held 
for monopoly purposes or place a surtax on unused 
resources. Under a tax on the value of land and 
the natural resources or a tax on the unused 
lands and mineral resources, the ultimate monop- 
Oly of iron ore and coke, which is the founda- 
tion of the Steel Trust’s power, would be de- 
stroyed. The Steel Trust would have to part with 
the deposits it is holding for monopoly purposes. 
With the national resources open to competitive 
development, the strength of the trusts would be 
sapped. The regulation of commerce and the 
enforcement of personal responsibility under the 
laws would do the rest. There is no place in our 
institutions for either state or private monopoly, 
and there are ample means of protection against 
either. :

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\. MEDALS FOR MOTHERS. 

The feeling that something handsome should be 
done for mothers is now so widespread that some- 
thing will probably come of it. George Bernara 
Shaw is probably seriously supporting the baby 
bounty idea, which proposes to give the mother a 
cash Government award on the birth of a child. 
France inclines to something of the sort. Canada 
talks of it. Senator Beall, the former stork 
Mayor, introduced in the last Illinois Legislature 
a bill which sought to encourage motherhood with 
cash rewards on a graduated scale of $100 for sin- 
gles, $200 for twins and $300 for triplets. The City 
Council at Sedalia, Mo., passed a vote of thanks 
the other day to the mother of Sedalia triplets. 
There was opposition to this, and quite properly, 
we think, on the score that thanks are not what 
the triplets probably cry for a good deal of the 
time.

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THREE-CENT FARES. 

Street railway fares in Cleveland are now 8 cents 
flat, transfers included. Not since the reorganiza- 
tion-of Chicago’s street railway system, with 55 
per cent of the net profits as the city’s share and 
adequate service provided for, has there been so 
significant an event in street railway affairs. 

It is 17 years since Mayor Pingree of Detroit 
began the battle for 3-cent fares with Tom L, 
Johnson, then general manager of the Detroit 
lines, as his opponent. One outcome of that strug- 
gle was the building of a competing system in De- 
troit with eight rides for a quarter during the 
day and six for a quarter at night. Another 
outcome was the conversion of Johnson to the 





3-cent idea. 
Johnson took the lower fare scheme to Cleveland 


and fought for it with the final victory to come a 
few weeks after his death. 

Opposition to 3-cent fares never came from 
those in immediate control of the Detroit and 
Cleveland lines. The Money Trust was-the oppo- 
sition. Many times in those two cities the street 
railway managers were told that there would be 
no money forthcoming for the securities of pirate 
enterprises engaged in demoralizing an estab- 
lished business. They were informed that the 
nickel rate must be maintained as a fiction if not 
as a fact. . 
The hard-pressed Detroit railway, with its most 
valuable franch‘ises nearing an end, onte offered 
to give 10 tickets for a quarter during the’ two 
morning and three evening rush hours for a new 
franchise, but insisted on the sacred nicke] as the 
eash return for a ride. The proposition was voted 
down by the people. In Chicago the railroads ac- 
cepted the 55 and 45 per cent division of the profits 
but they never would have consented to violating 
the integrity of the nickel as the established fare. 
On the nickel] rested the whole opportunity to 
water and to extort and the opportunities were not 
confined to the cities that had rebelled or exhaust- 
ed in the cities that hadn’t. 

The adoption. of an unqualified 8-cent' rate in 
Cleveland will make other cities restless, just as 
the money kings knew it would. What is worse, 
with the water squeezed out of the Cleveland rail- 
ways the 3-cent rate is certain to be profitable.

Price Fixing by Government. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Mr. Gary’s testimony before the Stanley com- 
mittee, in which he said he favored the Govern- 
ment’s control of corporations evén to the ex- 
tent of fixing prices, reminds me of a lumber 
trust tale from Oklahoma where there is a State 
Commission with modified price-fixing powers. In 
a certain Oklahoma city there were two retail 
lumber concerns whose similarity of prices caused 
suspicion. The farmers thought they were the 
vietims of a price conspiracy, and with socialistic 
promptings they organized a co-operative lumber 
company. 

With competition thus established, the two older 
dealers met it and cut prices. Thereupon the far- 
mers’ co-operative concern complained to the State 
Commission that the two dealers were in a con- 
spiracy to drive it out of business by cutting 
prices. The State Commission heard and heeded 
and, after an investigation which included a sur- 
vey of wholesale prices, decided that it was fair 
that a 16 per cent advance over these prices be 
charged. It was 80 ordered. The two dealers 
were delighted. They kad never made more than 
6 or 7 per cent before. Government regulation 
of prices may be a necessary remedy. The Okla- 
homa story may explain why Mr. Gary favors it.

LUMBER AND LORIMER, 
From the New York World. 

A coincidence worthy of note is the 
fact that at the very time when the 
Lumber Trust is rallying all the other 
trusts to rescue it from the perils of 
reciprocity, one of its principal agents 
in the Senate, William Lorimer of Il- 
linois, is confronted by the charge that 
he was élected by bribery, and, singu- 
larly enough, it ts shown that the Lum- 
ber Trust collected the money that was 
used in his behalf. While this might 
be supposed to embarrass the embattled 
trusts which are trying to save lum- 
ber, in fact it does nothing of the 
kind. ° 

So lumber and Lorimer stand together, 
both exposed, both under charges, both 
practically convicted, but both supreme- 
ly representative of the tariff system. 
Lorimer is in the Senate because lum- 
ber bought him his seat. How is lumber 
to contribute its quota of members to 
the old guard if it {s to lose its pro- 
tection against Canadian lumber, and 
if the other trusts do not stand by 
lumber now in its peril, what will lum- 
ber do to them by and by when~ the 
opportunity comes? 

The holdup of Canadian reciprocity by 
lumber and Lorimer is so scandalous 
that it almost seems as though the 
people of the United States should take 
some notice of it. They often denourice 
the courts for their trust decisions. 
They work themselves into a fury over 
the immunity which the trusts too often 
receive. But here is a case where one 
of the meanest of the trusts is in a 
corner fighting for life and plunder, 
with its sturdy henchman, Lorimer, at 
its side, gnd there is more popular 
interest in a ball score or a boxing

Matt Wells, New Aspirant to Wolgast’s Crown 
Makes Splendid Impression on Critic at 
First Battle on This Side.

NEW YORK, June 3.—Matt’ Wells, 
lightweight champion of England, made 
good in his 10-round fight with Leach 


Cross, last night. He gave Cross a 


beating he won’t forget in a hurry. 


Wells is a huskily built, dark-skinned, 
hairy and homely fighting man—and he 
can fight. He has the Packey Mc Far- 
land trick of keeping his eyes fixed 
steadily on his man and forcing him at 
all times. Never for an instant did he 
allow Cross to rest or set himself for a 


punch. 
Now and then Le&ch shot over a 
smashing right, the few that landed, 


shaking Wells and throwing him back 
on his heels. After each jar Wells 
only made one quick little shifting step 
and bored right back in return. He 
had everything in the line of hitting, 
and as a fight manager standing up 
in the background observed, ‘‘De nut” 
Looks Like a Good ‘Un. 

Wells always knew the right thing 
to do, and he did it in a twinkling. 
Taken all together, Mr. Wells is a 
pretty clever two-handed boxer. Cross 
fought hard in spots and was always 
dangerous, although after two or three 
rounds he acquired a wholesome respect 
for the English champion’s wallop. 

The hettest round of the fight was the 
ninth, when Wells tried his best to 
finish the Kast Sider and all: but suc- 
ceeded. Early in the round Cross began 
doubling over in his old style, covering 
his head with crossed arms. Wells 
solved that puzzle in an instant, chop- 
ping downward at Leach’s ears as if he 
were trying to slice them from his 
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head.

Still he backed away and block- 
ea and bent over and managed tostall 
through the minutes until Wells, weary 
from his own exertions, was forced to 
slacken his pace. And then Cross 
pumped a few rights over mself and 
for a moment had the Englishman dazed 
in turn. Wells quickly recovered, and 
vithin five seconds was rushing and 
stinging again like an angered wasp. 
The tenth round was a hot session, too. 
Cross landed a coerking right on Wells’ 
head, and would have had an advan- 
tage worth while if he had been as,much 
of a chance-taking fighter as his op- 
ponent. But Wells lowered hi: ead and

N writing more readily than does 

foreign travel. If a man has it in 
him to be funny, the fun will come out 
cf him when he sits down to describe 
his encounters with the guldes, trades- 
men and innkeepers of a strange coun- 
try. 

The foregoing may excuse John U. 
Higinbotham, a Chicago newspaper 
man, for giving the public, under the 
guise of a guide book, a volume of hu- 
ror which has hardly been excelled 
since ‘“‘Innocents Abroad” and ‘The 
Dodge Club.’ He just couldn’t help the 
funny parts, and as they don't in the 
least impair the other merits of the 
book, his readers will probably forgive 
him. Only they should read the book 
'eforehand, rather than during their 
pilgrimage, for if they carry it around 
for reference, Paedeker-fashion, they 
Will be apt to burst out laughing at 
some very inappropriate places.

FICTION FROM DEFOE TO DATE. 
F no one ever hopes or cares to read 

| all the novels which wer@é once 
‘‘best sellers,’’ or which remain so 
after a century, all may save time ‘n 
English fiction by using such compila- 
tions as the two volumes of “‘The Read- 
er's Library,’’ devoted to extracts from 
novels written in the English language. 
With introductory essays and notes by 
William J. and Coningsby W. Dawson, 
this collection is classified, so that the 
extracts will illustrate what is most 
striking or characteristic in the works 
of English novelists from Defoe to 
date. The reader will not complain 
that any great novelist who has writ- 
ten in English is unrepresented. With 
these, ‘“‘there are others.’’ Defoe and 
Fielding, Scott, Dickens, Thackeray and 
Hawthorne, with some half a dozen oth- 
ers, whom most readers will accept as 


of the highest rank, supply extracts 
Classified in departments devoted to 
‘“‘Love Scenes,’’ ‘‘Historic Personages,”’ 
“Epics of Conflict,’’ ‘‘Humor,” “The 
High Water Mark’”’ and ‘‘Children in 
Fiction.’’ The department indexed as 
“The High Water Mark,’’ shows fic- 


tion delivering sensation at its high- 
est voltage, but all the selections have 
in them more or less of this quality of 
climax. As nerve stimulants, the beat 
may have the qualities of old port, 
sherry and champagne. The last half 
of the nineteenth century supplies what 
may answer as a substitute for brandy, 
or even for brandy and absinthe. From 
books once famous whose writers were 
once denounced as ‘‘degenerates”’ or rid- 
iculed as “greenery-yallery,”’ ‘“‘sunflower 
and lily esthetes,’’ there may be had 
hasheesh and cocaine by those who 
seek these forms of stimulation from 
novel-reading. This, however, is a 
question of taste, and the taste shown 
in some other recent collections of ex- 
tracts from ‘‘great authors” is certain- 
ly worse than in this. In selecting their 
love scenes, the Messrs. Dawson are 
eatisfied that the emotional stimulation 
be that of the best champagne, 


shall 
undrugged but sufficient. The scenes 
devoted to the fighting instinct are 


collected with such judgment that some 
readers may feel it a loss to return 
to everyday life before committing 
some heroic, action, with perhaps not 
less than half a dozen fir&t-class homi- 
cides in it.
